Jobless-Pay 

Fraud Probed 

Massachusetts is cracking down 
’ott unemployment - compensation 
fraud. 

Seven men faced criminal com¬ 
plaints in Worcester District 
Court recently. Attorney Genera\ 
Edward W. Brooke’s office charg¬ 
es they deceitfully received un¬ 
employment benefit checks total¬ 
ing $5,381. 

“This is part of a statewide 
crackdown,” said Assistant At¬ 
torney General Joseph S. Ayoub, 
assigned to the state employment 
security division. 

“We’ve currently got three in¬ 
vestigators in Springfield and 
Chicopee. We’re going to Spring- 
field after Worcester, then into 
Boston.” 

Claims Increase 

Mr. Ayoub said there were 150 
to 175 cases of suspected fraud 
in unemployment compensation 
“subject to investigation” in 
Massachusetts now. 

During the past year there 
were 194, he said, some of which 
have been closed. 

“There seems to be some in¬ 
crease in fraudulent claims,” said 
Mr. Ayoub, who is to prosecute 
the Worcester cases with Robert 
N. Scola. 

He said a long time is spent 
checking overpayments — deter¬ 
mining whether they are the re¬ 
sult of “administrative error” or 
fraudulent claims. 

“On the frauds, usually we fi¬ 
nally tie them up through Social 
■Security numbers and open field 
investigations,” he added. 

Chech Adds Up 

When the investigators hit Bos¬ 
ton full force, waiting for them 
■will be some 34 cases of suspected 


fraud. The possibility of more 
coming to light is good. 

“We get a lot of tips from an¬ 
onymous calls.” said Mr. Ayoub. 
“That and objections raised by 
employers.” 

He explained that those who 
actually are self-employed are 
frequently found among fraud¬ 
ulent claims. “They’re tough to 
catch,” he said. 

c - Unemployment compensation 
today brings $45 a week plus $6 
for every child. 

“A man has three or four chil¬ 
dren, and he’s bringing down 
close to $70 a week. You can see 
why you can’t fool around with 
fraud when you find it,” said the 
Assistant Attorney General. 

However, it has been estimated 
that for every defrauder caught, 
several get away. 

Maximum penalty for larceny 
— the formal charge against de¬ 
frauders—is 2% years’ imprison¬ 
ment and/or $500 fine for every 
week an unemployment check is 
drawn deceitfully. 

Dependency-FrO/ud - Tie? 

As a practical matter the ave¬ 
rage sentence runs about three 
months in jail plus fine and resti¬ 
tution, said Mr. Ayoub. 

“The judges don’t fool around 
with embezzlement from the 
state,” he added. 

Asked whether investigators 
have been able to link unemploy- 
men-fraud cases to those of fraud 
in the aid of families with de¬ 
pendent children program, Mr. 
Ayoub replied: 

“No, but that’s an excellent 
point to look into. Of course, both 
of our files are confidential. But 
these would be criminal matters 
so perhaps it would be possible.”

Corporators Hold 
Winter Meeting 

Some 28 corporators and trus¬ 
tees of Western New England 
College met last week in the 
Churchill Library on the college 
campus for their annual mid¬ 
winter dinner meeting. 

The theme of the annual meet¬ 
ing this year centered around a 
progress report on the accelera¬ 
tion of the Master Plan of De¬ 
velopment at WNEC. 

Preceding the dinner, members 
of the faculty and administrative 
staff joined the board members in 
the East Classroom-Laboratory 
Building to hear Dr. Ralph A. 
Bums discuss the activities and 
accrediting procedures followed 
by the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. Dr. Burns is director of 
Evaluation for institutions of 
Higher Education for the New 
England Association. 

Following this opening session 
of the mid-winter meeting, the 
board members returned to the 
Churchill Library for dinner. At 
the conclusion of the dinner, Rae 
J. Malcolm, director of admis¬ 
sions at WNEC, outlined the ad¬ 
missions picture for the fall of 
19G5. He revealed that applica¬ 
tions being received are more 
than double the numbers received 
for the preceding year with a 
marked increase in the demand 
for resident student housing. 

A brief business session follow¬ 
ed where the trustees, after dis¬ 
cussion, voted to endorse the 
statement on Academic Freedom 
and Tenure, published by the 
American Association of Univer¬ 
sity Professors and of the Asso¬ 
ciation of American Colleges. 

Sketches of the new men’s dor¬ 
mitory, currently under construc¬ 
tion in the southeast section of 
the campus, were reviewed and 
discussed by those attending the 
meeting. Also displayed for the 
first time was a picture of the 
first wing of the new College 
Center, construction of which will 
be started within the next month. 

Special Engineering Course 

Western New England College 
and The Connecticut Valley chap¬ 
ter of the Massachusetts Society 
of Professional Engineers will 
jointly sponsor a review course 
designed to aid in preparing for 
the Massachusetts Engineer-in- 
Training Examination. 

The course will consist of nine 
review sessions covering the fun¬ 
damentals of mathematics, sta¬ 
tics, dynamics, strength of mate¬ 
rials, fluid dynamics, thermody¬ 
namics, heat transfer and chem¬ 
istry, electricity and economics 
and general review. 

Serving as director of the 
course will be Professor H. Jack ■ 


Apfelbaum of the engineering 
faculty at WNEC and also a pro¬ 
fessional engineer. 

The course sessions, each of 
21 2 hours in length, will begin on 
Saturday morning, March 6 in 
room W312 of the West Class¬ 
room Laboratory building on the 
WNEC Campus.

Sales-Tax Plan 
Itemized 

Food, fuel, gas, electricity, wa¬ 
ter, and children’s clothing are 
among major exemptions under 
Gov. John A. Volpe’s proposed 3 
percent limited education tax on 
retail sales. 

A total of 2,000 exemptions are 
detailed in the Governor’s bill. 
However, new-car purchasers 
would be subject to the tax. It 
would be levied on the difference 
between the price minus the value 
of a trade-in car, if any. 

Exemptions include: 

• Meals, gasoline, alcoholic 
beverages, cigarettes and special 
fuels, all taxed now. 

• Materials, tools, fuels, and 
machinery used directly in agri¬ 
cultural production, commercial 
fishing, and industrial manufac¬ 
turing. 

• Newspapers, textbooks, pub¬ 
lications of charitable or religious 
organizations, magazines and mo¬ 
tion pictures for commercial ex¬ 
hibition. 

• Sales to any governmental 
unit. 

• Sales to religious, scientific, 
charitable, or educational institu¬ 
tions, including hospitals. 

• Sales of building materials 
to any building owned or held by 
any governmental unit or religi¬ 
ous or charitable organization. 

• Prescription medicines and 
medical supplies. 

• Vessels over 5fi tons built in 
Massachusetts and supplies and 
repairs for vessels in foreign and 
domestic commerce. 

• Livestock, feed, fertilizers, or 
plants producing food. 

• Tickets of admission. 

• Rent. 

• Professional or pei’sonal ser¬ 
vices.
